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Superintendent Explains Why It Costs 
$500 to Equip a Room 


T is estimated by Mr. R. H. Gale, Superintendent of 
the St. John, N.B., General Hospital, that has cost 
approximately $500 to furnish a room in their new 

hospital. Conversant with the multitudinous articles re- 
quired to furnish a room comfortably and efficiently, this 
sum does not appear exorbitant to veteran hospital work- 
ers, but to the public, many of whom are obliged to fur- 
nish an entire house on that sum, it undoubtedly appears 
so. In order to acquaint the public with the reasons for 
spending this sum on patients’ rooms, the superintendent 
outlined for one of the local newspapers the many ex- 
penses which the furnishing of these rooms entails. 


First of all, he explained that the hospital room is not 
merely a place for the patient to sleep, but a place where 
treatments are given; hence the utensils for treatment 
must be included in the furnishings. He also pointed 
out that in providing linen for a hospital room there must 
be a sufficient supply to have one complete set in the 
laundry and a third complete set in reserve. 


The itemized list of furnishings for each patient’s room 
included the following: The bed is cited as of first con- 
sideration. A special type of gatch spring hospital bed is 
required and it is equipped with two levers so that it may 
be elevated at either the foot or the head. Other articles 
required are a mattress, four pillows, a bedside table, an 
overbed table, an easy convalescent or reclining chair with 
footstool, two chairs for visitors, two bedside rugs, a 
dresser, a screen, a bedside lamp, window drapes, blinds,

vases for flowers, a waste paper basket, several enamel- 
ware utensils and rubber goods, including a hot water 
bottle and rubber sheet. In the list of linen required are 
included ten sheets, eight pillow cases, three bath towels, 
six hand towels, six dressing towels, three pairs of shaker 
flannel blankets, three pairs of wool blankets, three bed- 
spreads, a comforter, three bureau covers, three dresser 
covers and three mattress covers. 


Having taken the public into its confidence, we doubt 
if the taxpayers of St. John, N.B., will direct any accusa- 
tions of unnecessary spending at the administrators of 
the St. John Public General Hospital, which was quietly 
opened by Lord Bessborough on October Ist.

ISTORY was made in Toronto during the Ameri- 
can Hospital Association Convention when re- 
presentatives from provincial, inter-provincial, 

religious and governmental organizations primarily inter- 
ested in hospitals met in conference on September 28th, 
1931, for the express purpose of forming a “Canadian 
Hospital Council,” the constitution and by-laws of which 
will be covered in detail in the November issue of “The 
Canadian Hospital Journal.” That the various organiza- 
tions eligible for membership were in sympathy with the 
aims and objects of the Canadian Hospital Council was 
proven by their 100 per cent representation, although in 
the case of two provincial associations their representa- 
tives were present as “observing” rather than “voting” 
delegates. 

The inaugural meeting was preceded by a_ luncheon 
given in one of the Royal York Hotel private dining 
rooms, which was attended by two official delegates from 
each association invited to participate in the formation of 
the Council and the drafting of a suitable constitution. 
The writer, Editor of this Journal, considers it a distinct 
honour to have been present at an event which will be 
looked back upon years hence, as one of prime importance 
in the hospital field in Canada.

Previous to dispersal from the luncheon the agenda for 
the afternoon’s meeting was distributed. Having famil- 
iarized themselves with the business to be discussed, the 
luncheon guests repaired to one of the meeting halls, 
where they were joined by official delegates from the 
newly formed Ontario Conference of the Catholic Hos- 
pital Association, Sister Margaret, Secretary, and Father 
Wilfrid Smith, both of St. Michael’s Hospital, Toronto. 
Before calling the meeting to order a photograph of the 
official delegates was taken. This will no doubt be a 
prized possession during the years to come. 

After the appointment of a temporary chairman and 


secretary, Dr. A. K. Haywood and Dr. G. Harvey Agnew, 
respectively, there was a roll call of delegates and others 
attending the meeting as “observers.” Among those pre- 
sent at the inaugural meeting, in addition to the official 
delegates, were the following: Dr. Ross Millar, Depart- 
ment of Pensions and National Health, Ottawa; Sister 
seatrice, Maritime Conference of the Catholic Hospital 
Association (alternate); Miss MacMaster, Moncton,

Kenzie, Montreal General Hospital; Dr. B. T. McGhie, 
Director of Hospital Services, Province of Ontario; Mr.

Miss Dorothy Dart, ‘assistant secretary, Ontario Hos- 
pital Association; Miss Ruth Thompson, secretary to Dr.

Special correspondence was then read from Dr. Bazin 
of the Canadian Medical Association and the Canadian 
Nurses’ Association. A preliminary draft of the con- 
stitution of the Canadian Hospital Council was dis- 
tributed among those present, and after a motion that a 
Canadian Hospital Council be formed was voted upon 
and carried, the various points outlined in the draft were 
considered one by one. The enthusiasm which charac- 
terized the discussion augurs well for the future of the 
Council, every delegate present manifesting an intense 
interest in the constitution and by-laws. 

Among the subjects discussed were the objects of the 
Council, eight in number, membership, delegates, attend- 
ance and ballotting privileges, officers of the Council, 
Executive Committee, other committees, business and 
powers of the Council, place and time of meetings and 
other equally important considerations. 

After several hours of keen discussion the preliminary 
draft was accepted in principle and a committee appointed 
to deliberate on the constitution and by-laws, and report 
to the delegates the following afternoon. With the ex- 
ception of a few minor details, the constitution and by- 
laws presented by the chairman of the committee, Mr. 
L. D. Currie, LL.B., of Glace Bay, was accepted, and 
will be published, it is confidently expected, in the Novem- 
ber issue of this Journal. 


The following officers were elected at this meeting, con- 
stituting the first executive of the Canadian Hospital 
Council and pioneers in the work thereof :

The Canadian Hospital Council has, to use a popular 
term, “started out on the right foot.”

LONDON, ONT.—Announcement was made on Septem- 
ber Ist of a $200,000 grant from the Provincial Govern- 
ment to the Victoria Hospital Trust. The architect's 
plans for the $1,000,000 building are ready for the ap- 
proval of the Board. They call for a hospital which will 
rank with the finest in Canada, and will have accommoda- 
tion for 500 beds.

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Recent Revisions in the Sales Tax 
as Applied to Hospitals

NUMBER of enquiries have been received from 

hospitals requesting information concerning the 

status of hospital purchases under the recent re- 
visions in the Sales Tax in Canada. As there is con- 
siderable misunderstanding as to the final arrangements 
concerning hospital purchases, we have obtained the fol- 
lowing information from the Department of National 
Revenue at Ottawa and are sending this letter to the 
various public hospitals in Canada. 

“A Bill to amend the Special War Revenue Act given 
final reading in Parliament on the 28th ultimo (July), 
alters the wording of the exemptions respecting articles 
and materials when purchased for the sole use of hos- 
pitals. The wording of the Act as at present constituted 


is as follows: 


“In order that hospitals as classified herein may ob- 
tain the exemption from the consumption or sales tax at 
the time of purchase of such articles and materials, it 
will be necessary for them to furnish the vendors with 
a certificate signed by a proper official of the hospital, 
certifving to the effect that the articles and materials so 
ordered or requisitioned are for the sole use of the hos- 
pital and not for resale.” The exact wording to be used 
will be, or has been, sent by the Department of National 
Revenue to the public hospitals. 

In another communication, we were informed that “the 
Department holds the public hospitals referred to, to be 
recognized public hospitals. The exemption does not 
extend to private hospitals, or first-aid hospitals operated 
by industrial plants, factories, stores, ete.” 








We have been informed that the exemption is not con- 
sidered applicable to building materials nor to plumbing, 
refrigerating, heating or lighting equipment. We under- 
stand that nurses’ and interns’ uniforms are not sales tax 
free, being included under Where 
these are issued without charge to nurses and interns, it 


‘Articles and materials for the sole use of any bona 
fide public hospital certified to be such by the Depart- 
ment of Public Health, when purchased in good faith 
for use exclusively by the said hospital and not for 
resale, are exempt from the consumption or sales “goods for resale.” 
tax. 


This exemption is retroactive to June 2nd last, inclusive.” (Continued on next page) 
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might be worth while to take this up directly with Ottawa. 


“Application for refund of sales tax already paid by 
such bona fide public hospitals on articles and materials 
imported by them subsequent to June 2nd, 1931, may be 
prepared and submitted to the local collector of National 
Revenue, who will forward same to the Department for 
consideration. In respect of sales tax paid on purchases 
of Canadian goods, application for refund may be made 
to the suppliers.” Applications for refund “must be ac- 
companied by a certificate signed by a responsible official 
of the hospital concerned to the general effect that the 
goods in question are for the sole use of the hospital 
(naming it) exclusively and not for resale.” 


Customs Tariff Exemptions for Hospitals 

Customs tariff items 696, 476, 476a, 476b and 476c now 
permit free entry into Canada of certain hospital equip- 
ment and supplies. For your information the present 
wording (slightly altered at the last session of Parlia- 
ment) follows. Items 476b and 476c were not free 
from the one per cent sales tax last year, as were items 
476 and 476a, and therefore a certificate will be neces- 
sary to permit sales tax free entry under items 476b and 
476c¢. 


It is exceedingly gratifying to the hospital worker to 
note these exemptions in favour of our hospitals at a 
time when the Government is hard put to obtain the ne- 
cessary revenue and the Government of Canada is to be 
congratulated upon the humanitarian viewpoint which has 
heen adopted in making these exemptions. The various 
hospital associations in Canada which co-operated with 
our Department of Hospital Service in requesting these 
exemptions from the Government, deserve the heartiest 
support from the hospitals in their respective provinces, 
for the concessions obtained will result in the annual sav- 
ing of many thousands of dollars which can be applied to 
giving the public more efficient and less costly service. 

Customs Tariff Items Permitting Free Entry 
of Hospital Equipment 

Item 696—Philosophical and scientific apparatus, uten- 
sils, instruments, and preparations, including boxes and 
bottles containing the same; maps, photographic repro- 
ductions, casts as models, etchings, lithographic prints or 
charts; mechanical equipment of a class or kind not made 
in Canada. All articles in this item, when specially im- 
ported in good faith for the use and by order of any 
society or institution incorporated or established solely 
for religious, philosophical, educational, scientific or 
literary purposes, or for the encouragement of the fine 
arts, or for the use and by order of any public hospital, 
college, academy, school or seminary of learning in Can- 
ada, and not for sale, under regulations prescribed by 
the Minister.—Free. 


Item 476—Surgical and dental instruments of any ma- 
terial; surgical needles; X-Ray apparatus; surgical oper- 
ating tables for use in hospitals; microscopes valued at 
not less than $50 each by retail; and complete parts of all 
the foregoing.—F ree. 


Item 476a—Glassware and other scientific apparatus 
for laboratory work in public hospitals; apparatus for 
sterilizing purposes, including bedpan washers and 
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sterilizers, but not including washing or laundry ma- 
chines; all for the use of any public hospital, under re- 
gulations prescribed by the Minister.—Free. 


Item 476b—Surgical suction apparatus, including mo- - 


tive power ; prepared surgical catgut; nitrous oxide (since 
raised to 5% under Item 711); ethylene; ethyl chloride; 
operating room lights designed to minimize shadow, not 
including bulbs; all the foregoing of a class or kind not 
made in Canada, and complete parts thereof, for the use 
of any public hospital, under regulations prescribed by 
the Minister —Free. 


Item 476c—Chloroform for anaesthetic purposes.— 
Free.

FTER several vears’ deliberation on the part of

In 
the second place it was thought advisable to organize 
previous to the inaugural meeting of the Canadian Hos- 
pital Council, scheduled for the afternoon of the same 
day, in order that official delegates might be appointed 
to attend the organization meeting of that body. 

September 28th is therefore a red letter day in hos- 
pital circles, for it marks the birthdate of two important 
hospital bodies—the Canadian Hospital Council and the 
Ontario Conference of the Catholic Hospital Association. 

At the organization meeting of the Ontario Conference 
of the Catholic Hospital Association there was not suffi- 
cient time to do much more than obtain the consent of 
the participating delegates to form such a Conference and 
elect its first officers. The Constitution of the organiza- 
tion has not as yet, we understand, been ratified. It is 
expected that more detailed information, thereupon, will 
be available for our November issue.
